Bill would require women to view developing fetus before ehortion

Sen. John Doolittle recently in- 
troduced a bill which would require 
that every woman considering an 
abortion be shown a sonogram (ultra- 
sound photograph) of the unborn 
child before consenting to the abor- 
tion 

The Republican senator believes 
this ts a “‘middle-of-the-road” 
approach to ensure that women will 
make informed decisions, said Dool- 
ittle’s administrative aide, Stan Deve- 
reux. “The key words here are in- 
formed consent,” he said. 

Doolittle said physicians explair: 
surgical procedures with the use of 
X-rays and other diagrams so patients 
will see what the operation entails 
“Why should an abortion be any 
different?” he said. “How many 
women have had an abortion and later 
realized that they were misinformed 
about the operation?” 

Norene Pelton, director of com- 
munity services for Planned Parent- 
hood of Sacramento Valley, said 
Planned Parenthood takes “great care 
to advise and counsel women and

their partners on the various options 
for managing an unwanted preg- 
nancy,” including abortion “They 


must clearly understand all of the 


risks and benefits that go alony with 
the procedure,” she said 

Planned Parenthood feels the law 

would be punitive to women. To 
require that women view the sono- 
gram would go beyond the bounds of 
infermation required for current 
informed consent, ssid Peltor. “The 
whole idea behind this, | think, came 
from the film, ‘The Silent Scream,’ It 
ignores the plight of the women wha 
are seeking abortions. It tries to take 
the emphasis off the woman and 
focuses it on the fetus,” she said. 

This bill was inspired by the pro-life 
film “The Silent Scream,” but the bull 
does not require anyone to view that 
film, Devereux stressed. “The Silent 
Scream” shows, through sonograms, 
an actual abortion taking place 

Interpretations of the film are 
being disputed, but it appears that the 
fetus recoils and backs away from the 
Surgical instruments as though in 
pain. That has nothing to do with the 
subject, said Devereux. “There is

Assault on CSUS campus

Two men assaultec and robbed an 
American River College student on 
the CSUS campus and were subse- 
quently arrested by campus police on 
Friday, March 29. 


rhe victim, Kevin Lawrence 
Santos-Coy, 21, was walking through 
campus at approximately 2:30 a.m. 
when two men in a brown Mercury 
Capri approached him and asked if he 
wanted to buy drugs. 


Santos-Coy refused, but the sus- 
pects persisted. To avoid confronta- 
tion, he started to walk through the 
faculty parking lot across from the 
Speech-Drama building and toward 
the levee. The suspects pulled into the 
parking lot and followed him over the 
levee where they grabbed him from 





the rear, put a knife to his threat and 
demanded ali his money, according to 


campus police. 


Sgt. Roger Jackson s,. >tted the car 
with its passenger door open and 
stopped to investigate. He saw the 
suspects walking over the levee and 
inquired about their reason for stop- 
ping. They responded that they were 
urinating, and Jackson allowed them 
to leave. 


As they left the scene, Santos-Coy 
ran from the levee and told Jaclson 
what had happened. Jackson pursued 
the suspects northbound on Jed 
Smith Drive and alerted other police 
in the area. 

Officer Roger Britton spotted the 
Capri as it left campus and traveled 
westbound on J Street “in excess of 
70 mph.” He pursued and pulled the 








car over at 56th and J Streets and 


arrested the two men. 


The suspects were identified as 
John Darrel Ahmad, and Robert 
Karmche Islas, both 23, both from 
Sacramento. They were booked on 
three felony counts --- armed robbery 
asault with a deadly weapon, and 
conspiracy. Both suspects have crimi- 
nal records which include several 


felonies. 

Santos-Coy sustained a half-inch 
knife wound onh «ck and lost “six 
or seven dollars . me change.” 


Police searched the suspects, but 
found no weapon. 


Ahmad and Islas are being held in 
the Rio-~Cosumnes Correctional Cen- 
ter. Bail is set at $25,000.
